REMARKABLE EVANGEtlCAL MEETINGS ARE 


AT AZUSMOMINfi TO

Dr. French B, Oliver closed his four 
weeks' campaign in the Azusa Taber­ 
nacle Sunday night 
last, 
delivering 
hla second farewell address, he having 
expected to close his meetings on the 
previous Sunday. 
The meeting Sun­ 
day night was a great one, twenty- 
four Joining with the Christian people, 
making a total of nearly 300 during 
t h e four weeks. 


During the campaign somethlng'over 
11400 was raised for all purposes. Fif­ 
ty-five addresses were given by Dr. 
Oliver, besides one In Olcndora, Sure­ 
ly a man's job! 
And all admit they 
were the most powerful sermons they 
ever heard. 
Never 
was 
Azusa BO 
stirred, from center to circumference. 
But with all the Joy of the workers 
there comes the sad refrain "The sum­ 
mer is gone and the harvest is ended," 
and some who were sought for were 
not saved. 
But the work is not clos­ 
ed. 
At Dr, 
Oliver's 
suggestion, 
a 
group of about 100 men pledged them- 
nelves to organize 
a 
Gospel 
Team 
League to continue the search.' These 
men met Thursday evening In 
the 
Baptist church to organize In their 
own way. 
With the exception of this 
meeting, which has not yet, been re­ 
ported, 
the 
campaign 
had 
a 
fitting 
close In a converts' meeting on Tues­ 
day evening, when about 250, mostly 
those who had lined up for Christ, 
after 
"complete 
surrender," 
during 
the meetings, wore present. 
It had 
been Intended to hold the mooting at 
the Woman's Club House, but the num­ 
ber grew so that a larger accommo­ 
dation had to be accepted after 
the 
courteous offer by the Presbyterians, 
Such u rousing meeting never 
was 
held before In the city of Azusa, such 


Joyous singing beat 
the 
Methodist 
camp meeting. 


The meeting wan presided over by 
a layman, who delivered a charge to 
the pastor, to the churches, to the 
Young People'v Societies and the con­ 
verts, charging each with the sacred 
duty placed upon each body by the 
results of the campaign. 
Five 
pas­ 
tors were successively called on, who 
responded in like vein of good sugges­ 
tions. The chairman then, with apolo­ 
gies to the classes in English composi­ 
tion, called on the "Red Hottest" of 
them all and with one voice, Frank 
Strong was named, and he responded 
enthusiastically. 
Then 
followed 
a 
very lively testimony meeting, when 
a very large number of very short tes­ 
timonies were given, often three or 
four standing up at one time awaiting 
their turn to speak. 


Following this, the ladies served ice 
cream and cake, and all pronounced 
the meeting a fitting close to the most 
wonderful revival Azusa over knew. 


The Azusa people fully 
appreciate 
the cooperation of our neighbors, Bald­ 
win Park, Covina and Qlendora, and 
rejoice that Covina has invited Dr. 
Oliver to open a campaign in her bor­ 
ders, and even better things may be 
expected as the whole valley is stirred. 
Without doubt the whole lower val­ 
ley will flock to the meetings, and he 
who falls will be the loser. 
The Co­ 
vina committee will erect a Taberna­ 
cle for the campaign and, not being 
troubled with the fears which beset 
the Azusa committee in the beginning, 
will "build better." 
Azusa says "God's 
Speed" to Covina, and will be ready 
to give every assistance. 
By the time 
this Is In print, the Azusa Tabernacle 
will be no more.

the head of the list In volume of fruit 
handled as well as in prices command­ 
ed.

Rev. Baker P. Lee,'rector of Christ Episcopal church in Los Angeles, is the author of a pamphlet 
:entitled, "Real Te.mperance Vfirsiis Prohibition," an article wliicli has been aent to every voter in the 
. county during the past two weekSi 
,i 


The pamphlet is an argument against voting the state of California dry at the coming election. 
;Dr. Lee is opposed to the Dry Federation movement. He says in his first paragraph that "Prohibition 
is a menace to the civiV and religious liberty of the American people 
It is umAmerican, intem­ 
perate, non-scriptural and un-Christian." These are,his words. 


Dr. Lee is a forceful man, a pulpit orator, a man with strong friends in his church and outside, 
and also with enemies—they who do despitefully speak of him'. Has friends might speak of his tempera­ 
ment as radically-conservattive. He has always been outspokep in his advocacy of beer for the. working- 
man, etc., and can never be accused of dodging the question or keeping mum about it. And, of course, 
he is entitled to his opinion on the subject, and to expres^ it, even though he occupies one of the biggest 
positions in Los Angeles city from the church standpoint. Other miiysters are just as outspoken in con­ 
demning the liquor traffic, lock, stock and barrel. 


But, arguments for the retention of the liquor traffic in any of its forms are futile, even when 
coming from such a high and from such a strange source. Dr. Lee quotes many J)assages of the Bible 
to substantiate his claims that a reasonable amount of liquor is" good for a man as against total absti­ 
nence, and he has collated oyer an hundred texts frbm the Bible, which seem to bear out his statement. 


' 
In disposing of this question of Bible texts for and against^ the liquor traffic, the editor of the 
Argus will say that it is well known that you can find a text to uphold you in almost any action; you 
jean find a Bible authority for any act reprehensible or otherwise, providing the people will allow you 
to interpret the.text as you see fit. The Bible has been the catch-all of the centuries; it has been quoted 
to give reason for wholesale murder, rapine, burning-at-tl}c-stako, adultery and inordinate ambition; it 
has been: quoted in substantiation of world-peace, love-oneto-another, and many other phases of Utopian 
endeavor. 


Christ's utterances concerning wine have been used by the advocates of the liquor traffic in all 
campaigns, and by the opponents of the liquor traffic. It is only a matter of selecting your text and 
then explaining what it means, and you have your argument. Dr. Lee brings forth the old and hack­ 
neyed argument about Christ turning water into wine. The Bible does not state that the participants 
in that famous feast immediately prpceeded to get drunk and lie under the table. Neither is there any­ 
thing to substantiate the claim of the opponents of liquor that the water-into-wine legerdermain produc­ 
ed an unfermented brand of grapTe-juice. All supposings and pre supposings along this line are too fool­ 
ish for discussion. 
, 


'The facts are that Christ did not discuss the c^uestion of the drinking of liquor with any degree of 
plain utterance. It was not an issue of his day. Christ's attitude toward the drinking of liquor was 
much like that of the public speaker toward the small boy in the front row who is making a disturbance 
—^he spoke here and there a non-eommital reproof of it, and went on with the suljjects which he con­ 
sidered vital at that time. Christ's utterances are not importaflt on the liquor question as it Confronts 


- us today; Christ's all-embracing philosophy oi life and love and progress IS CERTAINLY ANTAGO- 
inSTIO TO THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC, FOR JIE GAVE TO THE WORLD CERTAIN RULES OF CON- 
DUCT THAT CANNOT BE CARRIED OUT SUCCESSFULLY WITH THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC IN- 
•HJRFERINO. 


There is no good to come out of a lugging in of Bible utterances to bolster up either side of this 
•question. The question b.efore^ the people v of,the state of California is-much more concise, and is some­ 
thing as follows; 
• 


"Will the people of the State of California beiiefit inorally, materially, mentally and progressive­ 
ly through the eliinina,tion of the liqiiOr traffic in ^^t^ 
' 


The answer is "yes:'^ 


" • 
i Once, not soJong ago, a citizen of the state li ad'the privilege of killing a man who had wronged 
liim. "That was when every man was a law unto himself. He protected himself, without any or little 
assistance from the country or the state. It was the personal privilege of every man to kill his foe if he 
was quicker on the draw than his adversary. But the law is now enforced against this. 


Once, not so long ago, it was the personal privilege of a citizen to beat his wife on any occasion 
when he deemed it necessary, and he availed himself of this privilege, often. 


Once, not so long ago, it was the personal privilege of any man to ruin a young girl and to do it 


with impunity. The age of consent has been gradually creeping up in the writing of our statutes, until 
a man can be'brought to book for an action of this kind, no matter what may be the age of the girl. He 
has been made responsible for his acts. 


If Dr. Lee. will allow me, I will say that all such evils, including the Ikfuor traffic, are adjudicat- 
* ed at a higher tribunal than that of the opinions of even Jesus Christ. Christ was the agent of an In­ 
scrutable Power, a Power with an all-wise and all-embracing Plan of the Universe, which did not in His 
time, nor has it ever since, taken into consideration the individual, but has eternally had its eye on the 
race as a whole, its progress as a Universe, and not as units of it, not as nations of earth, nor worlds and 
suns, but as a whole. Anything which combats the progress of the human race as a whole and the 
Universe as a whole is directly and immediately out of sympathy with the Inscrutable Plan. 


Alcohol is a non-essential, excepting for the chemical trace found in foods. Healthy and normal 


- men will never die for the want of Whisky. This is a very trite statement.and very true. 


! 
In Dr. Lee's pamphlet he says that he has heard the anti-liquor orators speak libellous and scur­ 
rilous words against men in the liquor traffic. This is probably true. The editor has heard anti-saloon 
.flpeakers and total abstinence and Prohibition ranters who have testified falsely and with arrogant and 
ignorant boldness. Dr. Lee says he has heard Prohibition orators tell lies innumerable on the public 
«tage. There-are so many evidences extant of this also being true that we will not dispute it. . Some 
Prohibition orators have been so prone to exaggeration that their utterances extended over into the pal­ 
pable realms of falsehood, 
* 


But this has nothing to do with the real fact that the liquor traffic is a hold-back on the wheels 
ot progress; that it should have no place in any form with our advancing civilization. The movenient 
for ...Prohibition has had, and still has, advocates who are intemperate in speech. Greater, however, than 
any temperance or Prohibition orator; greater than any cult or faction, is the ultima thule from the 
. fane business men of the world; the cold and calculating condemnation of passionless men who say with 
«, finality that cannot be argued that the liquor traffic is a menace to any civilization. They sit in their 
offices all over this land and pass upon human units who apply for a part in the progress of business, 
and the curt question: "Do you drink?" decides one way or another whether a human being shall have 
•opened to'him the broad roads of endeavor, or whether he shall for a lifetime struggle on in positions 
calling for the least amount of trust. 


Civilization has been,growing more and more complex since the time of Christy The struggle for 
^ existence is fierce and unrelenting. Men who eat too much; men who play too much; men who work 
too much; men inordinately proud; men who refuse to become a well-fitted'and smooth-running cog­ 
wheel in the scheme of life; men who becloud their brains with one-sided dogma, with narrow creed, 
with rich foods and strong drink^ ar6 the ones eliminated automatically and inexorably by the System 
of Life, and. you may say that liquor in moderation is all right, or lingering over the meats is all right, 
or that it is a man's personal privilege to eat apd drink to excess or otherwise—the cruel fact remains 
that if he does exercise these so-called personal privileges, then men and Nature together see to it that 
poBitionjB of trust »re denied him, and if he persists, both man and Natttre take him at his own valua­ 
tion and he goes into that vast place called Oblivion, the Valhalla of Failure, 


Dr. Lee says that Jesus Christ looked fipon the wine industry M e matter of course. That is 
probably just exactly w*at Christ did. From the same standpoint Jesiu Christ looked upon the killing 
of men at railroad crossings ais a matter of course, and Hhe grafting of Tammany aldermen ae a matter 
of course, neither of these evils being an issue in his day. Jesus lived and worked among the Jews, who 
were not drunken. 


A great swarm of humanity has eome down from the Aryan, the Greek, the Latin, the Norman, 
the Saxon and the Anglo-Saxon, since Jesus walked the world. This race is embned with an impelling 
-progressive for^e that was never dreamed of by the Jews of Christ's day. These great races are sur- 
•charged with vi£[or, with passion, with hot blood, with. desire-~carrying out the Inscrutable Plan, that 
the Universe shall progress always, whether one man fails or not; whether millions are laid low in bat-

No Answer From Mr. BandalL 


Some days siftce wc asked Mr. Randall for a definite statement on 
his stand on the queation of the tariff, in case he should happen to he 
elected. There can be no doubt in the mind of any Califomian as to 
the vital importance of having adequate protection for the citrus 
fruit, beet sugar and others of the important industries of this state. 
It is equally certain that they are suffering from the effects of the 
existing law and must continue to suffer as long as the Democratic 
party is continued in power. In view of these facts it seemed to us 
that the voters of this district had the right to know, beyond the pos 
sibility of a doubt, just h ow a man, asking for the high office of con­ 
gressman, would stand when he reached "Washington. So far as we 
have been able to learn, Mr. Randall has maintained an eloquent 
silence on this, the most important issue of this campaign. In order 
that there may be no misunderstandings we will repeat the question 
of the other day. Will you, Mr. Randall, if elected to congress by the 
voters of this district, support the tariff policies of the Democratic 
party, of which you are the official candidate? Again we request, in 
the name of fairness, that you do not .seek to evade, but give the peo­ 
ple whose votes you are seeking an unequivocal answer. It is doubt­ 
less important for the people of any district to know just where their 
candidates for congress stand on all public questions, but they are 
especially concerned with those of national import, and of all these 
no one is more intimately interwoven with the prosperity of Califor­ 
nia than is the tariff. 


It is possible a question of this nature may place even so facile a 
political genius as Mr. Randall in a somewhat embarrassing position. 
Being the official candidate of the Democratic party he is, of course, 
pledged to support the yn-esent policies of that organization, at least 
so long as he is talking to its members. In other words, -he is morally 
pledged toassist the foreign importers in their efforts to wipe out the 
orange and lemon competition of California and to assist the big sugar 
refiners in their campaign against the beet sugar men. 


If there were enough Democrats in this district to make his elec­ 
tion sure, there appear to be grounds for the suspicion that this mul­ 
tiple candidate of ours would not hesitate to avow himself. Rut, un­ 
fortunately for his peace of mind, he must secure a certain number of 
Republican and Progressive votes in order to make his calling and 
election sure. Now there can be no doubt as to the reception the 
Republicans woiUd give such a declaration of principles, and we have 
the word of the Santa Ana Register that the Progressives are just 
as good protectionists as can be found.

If he 
declares for the policies of his party how can he expect the support 
of the protectionists, and if he does not, what sort of a Democrat is 
he? Certainly this would seem to he an embarrassing situation, even 


* for a gentleman possessed of such an overweening hunger for officp' 
that he is willing to profess all faiths in private, but is afraid to avowi 
any one of them in public. 


We arc willing to concede, as a matter of 'courtesy, that the gert% 
tleman in question has a conscience. Doubtless ho would admit it if 
sufficiently pressed. 
The thought we would suggest in this connec­ 
tion is that it must be under excellent control. To the ordinamman, 
possessed of none of the extraordinary virtues, but simplj^ heweviijgi 
in living the life of 'straightforwardness and good faith, there can be 
but two sufficient reasons for such a course. Either this candidacy 
is being pressed in bad faith or the candidate is absolutely devoid of 
political principles. 
The voters in this district, without regard to 
party, should take time to form a definite opinion of a man who would 
deliberately place himself in such a position for any reason, and espe­ 
cially to secure an office. Can any voter do his full duty when he votes 
to place the highest interests, not only of his district, but of the nation 
as well, in the hands of such a man?—Pasadena News.

Besides hitting the merchant it would work injury 
to many thousands similarly employed to the grocer's clerks, who 
would gain no benefit but a few extra hours,of idleness at the expense 
of their own pocketbooks.

and In Safeguarding It In Traniit. 


Dncle Sam pays his employees in thp 
District of Colombia on the lUth and 
the last day of every month. 


Government pay days in Washing 
ton are important dates, both tu thv 
employees and to the merchants and 
others among whom the pay is dlstrl 
bhted. 


rjncle Sam's paymaster in each de 
partnieut Is known ua the disbursing 
clerk or otticer. This person is iiiwaya 
popular. 
When the disbursing i-ierk 
begins preparations to "pay off" tha 
first thing be does is to draw a check 
for the amount needed and take It to 
the treasury department to have It 
cashed. The check is honored because 
it has been previously arranged for by 
what Is termed an accountable war 
rant drawn and signed by the bead of 
the department. 
Such warrants are 
issued as they are needed by the secre­ 
tary or bead of each department 


If the department is large, and most 
of Dnclo Sam's departments In the 
District are, the disbursing clerk la 
usually accompanied by an assistant 
on bis trip Tor the pay money. 
Both 
are eqiitpped with stout bags to carry 
the money and are always well armed 
When the disbursing clerk has pro­ 
cured the money the next tbing is to 
get in readiness for pay day. This Is 
the biggest end of the work, but a 
fjitle machine Is now used In most all 
the departments to lighten the task. 


In the getting ready process the first 
thing the disbursing clerk does la to 
count the money very carefully. This 
particular cotiutlng, by the way. Is 
only one of the great number of count 
Ings to which the money used In pay 
ing off Dnclo Sam's district employees 
Is subjected. It Is estimated, Including 
the counts from the time the money 
issues from the bureau of engraving 
and printing to the time its circulation 
broadens into the vast pay day chan 
nel, that It ft gone over on an average 
of a hundred times. 


The machine prepares the envelopes, 
and after the disbursing clerk has 
counted the money be and his assist­ 
ants place the required amohnt in each 
envelope. 
Jn a few departments the 
employees iform a line and sign a ledg­ 
er to receive their pay, but the general 
rultt la for the paying clerks to take the 
pay envelopes around and distribute 
tbem. 


The bulk of money used by Uncle 
8am In paying off in tbe District Is 
usually freat^ and crisp from tbe bu­ 
reau of engriavlng and printing. 
Of­ 
tentimes every bill in tbe payroll of 
every department has never known a 
fold or crease and Is as fiat and as free 
from wrinkles as it was the moment it 
came from tbe press. As a rule, the 
disbursing clerks of each department 
endeavor to pay off with brand now 
bills, i^adly soiled bills are never given 
to Uncie Sam's employees. 


All the bills come from the "big print 
shop," OS the bureau of engraving and 
pHuting is familiarly known In Wash­ 
ington. 
From that place the money is 
transferred to the United States trcas 
ury. It Is removed In a closed van and 
Is gtiarded at the rear by from four to 
six detectives, mounted policemen and 
secret service men. It Is received ut 
tbe treasury department and receipted 
for to those oflacials when taken away 
by the disbursing clerks of tbe various 
departments. 


After it leaves the treasury depart 
ment the ofliclals there are no longer

Surely then those, 
who desire to see peace reestablished 
without any avoidable, delay, will do 
well, even In the very hour o? 8?vaylng 
fortunes, to prepare for It. The ques­ 
tion arises. In what way can this aim 
be best served? To this the answer 
Is surely beyond controversy. It Is 
for some power or group of powers 
who have steered an absolutely firm 
course between the Scylla of the dual 
alliance and the Charybdls if the triple 
entente, never approaching more close 
ly the atti'action of one than the other, 
to be prepared, not at some remote 
period, but at any moment, to proffer 
Its good ofllces to both sides. If, how­ 
ever, such an advance le to be made 
with any hope of success, the mediator 
or mediators must have what all tho 
combatants regard as clean hands. If 
there has been any sailing close to the 
wind, no matter how clever the sea­ 
manship, so as, while remaining on a 
strictly neutral course, to none the less 
heel over to one side or the other, the 
captain of that ship of state may as 
well at once leave the difficult man 
euver of bringing the two contending 
fleets into line to some navigator un-* 
suspected no all sides. 


The more immediate question, per­ 
haps, is whether the present la a pos­ 
sible moment In which to sound the 
belligerent governments. The super­ 
ficial thinker would certainly reply 
with an emphatic No! He has gtowa 
so accustomed to believing in the pow­ 
er of evil, to proclaiming from the hill 
tops that there are things too good to 
be true, that he is positively flnable 
to grasp the metaphysical fact that 
the good alone is the true, and that 
consequently things can only be too 
bad to be true.
